6+ That YNO SMOKING " eigne shall be displeyed at all times, and no pereon
ah%él be germétted to smoke or have any open flame on premisee where gapseline is
sold or stored.

7. That there shall be kept in an aocceesible place at all timee a chemical
fire extinguisher foxr emergenoy use.

8., That provision shall be made to take care of waste oils and water by
having the proper oconnections with the storm sewer which existe on the south
slde of Miret Btreet at the expense of the applicant. Qonnections to be made
